» It must’ be remembered that all written 
language began with ideograms. -The 
cave man making pictures on the bones 
of the animals whose flesh he had caten 
was taking the first step towards the in- 
vention of writing, He was using sym- 
hols—lines scratched on a flat surface— 
to transfer the ideas begotten in his own 
mind to the mind of others: — This is 
surely the function of writing. The next 
steps are natural and inevitahle. « The 
symbols used are simplified until they 
Jose their pictorial character and do not 
in the least resemble the objects which 
they indicate, Sound values begin to 
attach themselves, to the originally pic- 
torial] symhols and phonetic writing is 
evolved. China bas the unique distinc-, 
tion of still retaining the ‘hills, the river, 
the deer; and the moon picturas*in every 
day use in the written language, whereas 
‘all other ‘nations have long discarded 
them for a more convenient alphabetical 
seript. , : 

EARLY CHINESE PHONOGRAMS. 

, Moreover, the phonetic principle found 
its way very early into Chinese writing, 
and a large proportion of the characters 
in the languaye are phono-grams rather 
than . picho-grams. For instance, the 
character Xow, “a labourer ” resembled, 
a capital “T-? in “our language. It was 
originally, iu all probability, picture ‘of 
the man bowed at his task. When it be-
